New Yorks, January 4.—To-day’s Sun 
asks, editorially: “Will the Democratic tidal 
wave, which swept the Northern States in 
November, maintain its height through the 
year, or will it recede so rapidly that the Re- 
publicans will recover their lest ground in 
the election of next fall?

The killing of Jesse James is thus dis- 
posed of: 

“On the 3d day of April, 1882, Jesse W. 
James was killed in the city of St. Joseph by 
Charies and Robert Ford, his followers and 
associates in crime. The Fords im- 
' mediately surrendered to the lega! authori- 
ties of Buchanan county and were placed 
in jail. An indictment eharging them with 
murder in the first degree was preferred 
against them by the grand jury, to which, at 
tie April term, 1882, they both pleaded guilty 
in the Buchanan County Cireutt Court, and 
| were pardoned by me on the same day upon 
| grounds of pub:ie policy. Frank James vol- 
untarily surrendered himsetf to me in my 
office in Jeiierson City on the Sth day of 
October, 1882. I immediately de:ivered him 
to the law officers of Jackson county, where 
he is now incarcerated in jail, awaiting trial 
ou one or more indictments. On the 7th day 
of October, 1882, | revoked the proclamation 
of July 28, 1881, for the reason that the prin- 
cipal actors in and perpetrators of the crime 
are elLuer dead or are in the custody of the 
laws of the State. Thus was completed the 
overthrow and destruction of the most noted 
and daring band of outiaws known to ancient 
or modern history, This grand resuit, fraught 
with so much interest and importance to the 
people of Missouri, was accomplised by tie 
_ activity and relentless energy of the officers 
aud c.tizens of this State, and particlariy of 
those in the localities in which the outlaws 
had so lon found sympathy and con- 
cealment. rhe rlicy adopted for 
the extirpation of these bands received 
the codperation of the Criminal Court of 
Jackson County and its officers, and thus 
there Was but liitle difficuity in securing a 
pronounced entercement «f the laws and 
awakening in the minds of the people of that 
county a settied determination to remove the 
stain placed upon the county by the depreda- 
tions of these bands and ty summarily end at 
once and forever the Crumes and career of 
the organization. 

The services of Craig and Timberlake are 
recognized in this connection, and the Gover- 
nor says they accomplished in fourteen 
months What others for twenty years had 
failed to do. In conelusion, the Governor 
says: “Il paid $20,000in rewards to various 
ont for the capture and overthrow of this 
vaand of desperadoes, not one dollar 
of which was taken from the State treasury.

The Journal of the i4th inst. published 
an article taken from the Cleveland Leader 
bearing on the life and death of the notor- 
ious desperado, Quantrell. Some of the 
statements contained therein need correction 
or revision. ‘Lie attention of your corres- 
pondent was first called to these facts by 
Col. Sam Walker, of this place, who is the 
man who ran Quantrell away from Law- 
rence. The facts as gathered py me from 
the colonel are substantially as given below: 
Quantre!] first came to Lawrence in 1858, 
and remained until 1861, and from the time 
he came till he left he boarded at what was 
then the Whitney house, kept oF Mr. Stone, 
now known as the Durfee House. Mr. 
Stone, the propritor, and Quantre!| became 
quite fast friends and were together a ¢g 
deal. During his stay here he was treated 
with kindness by the citizens who never at 
any time offered him any violence, al- 
though it was a notorious fact that, together 
with two or three others, he was in fhe habit 
of going to some slave-holding state to steal 
slaves, which were brought to this country 
and kept at a rendezvous at a place where 
the poor farm is now located. When the 
owners of the stolen slaves would offer re- 
wards for their return Quantrell and his as- 
sociates would take them back and secure 
the rewards. The article from the Leader 
states that Quantrell left Lawrence in 1869, 
while the fact is that it was not till January 
of i861 that he took his departure. In that 
month the grand jury had been having a ses- 
sion at Lecompton, and among other indict- 
ments had found a true bill against Quantrell 
for stealing horses from the Kickapoo In- 
dians. Stone, his friend, of the Whitney 
house, was a membor of the grand 
jury which found the bill against him. 
Col. Walker was United States Marshal at 
that time, and the warrants for the arrest of 
(Juantrell were placed in his hands. Old 
man Stone told Quantrell that warrants were 
out for his arrest, and the latter prepared 
himself to make resistance. He went into 
Dunean’s hardware store, where he procured 
acouple of pistols and loaded them, in an- 
ticipation of an attempt to arrest him. He 
appeared to be greatly excited, and, stepping 
out tothe edge of the sidewalk with both 
pistols crawn, he swore several good round 
oaths that he would not be taken. Col. 
Walker at that time was not a man to be 
easily intimidated, so, in company with a 
little man named Geo. Earle, he approached 
(duantrell to serve his warrants,- The lat- 
ter, not appearing to relish a fight as much 
as one would have supposed from his violence, 
turned and incontinently fled, without firing 
a shot. Walker and Earie followed clo: 
ter, firing several shots, but missing him, 
at last ne ran into a wagon shop kept by 
ne,on what is now a vacant lol 
itz’s ha hop.
